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SUB J : ALGERIAN INITIATIVE ON SPECIAL UNGA SESSION 

1. ARGENTINE MISSOFF HAS SAID THAT HE FEELS IT WOULD BE 
APPROPRIATE FOR SPECIAL UNGA TO CONSIDER FOOD AND FOOD- 
GRAINS. YUGOSLAVIA MISSOFF SUBSEQUENTLY CONFIRMED THAT 
NON-ALIGNED WERE THINKING IN TERMS OF INCLUDING FOOD 
AMONG OTHER RAW MATERIALS TO BE DISCUSSED AT SPECIAL GA. 
YUGOSLAVIAN OPINED THAT SPECIAL GA MIGHT PUT WORLD FOOD 
CONFERENCE IN VERY SECONDARY PLACE. HE REMARKED THAT HIS 
MISSION WAS GOING TO BE UNABLE TO DEVOTE MUCH ATTENTION TO 
FIRST SESSION WFC PREPCOM DUE ITS PREOCCUPATION WITH 
CONSULTATIONS GOING ON IN NY, ESPECIALLY AMONG 
NON-ALIGNED, ON THE SPECIAL SESSION. US MISSOFF RECALLED 
THAT TITO WAS REPORTED TO HAVE SAID RECENTLY THAT 

HE PLACED HIGH PRIORITY ON A NUMBER OF A GLOBAL 
CONFERENCES, INCLUDING WFC. 

2. COMMENT: QUITE CLEARLY THERE WILL BE A DANGER 

THAT THE SPECIAL GA WILL ADVERSELY AFFECT THE PREPARATIONS 
FOR AND SUBSTANCE OF WFC. MISSION BELIEVES THAT DEPT SHOULD 
BE ESPECIALLY COGNIZANT OF THIS INTERPLAY WHEN DRAWING 
UP FINAL POSITION ON SPECIAL SESSION. 
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
